Call. Policeman On His Beat. in 
Easiest Way Imaginable— 
Saves Time 


The police telephone system, which 
has been installed by the city at a cost

CITY ASSESSOR SEEKS | 
THE AUDITOR'S SCALP 


SENDS HOT LETTER TO THE COUNCIL PROTESTING 
AGAINST WAY IN WHICH RICHARDSON AUDITED 
ASSESSMENT DEPARTMENT—COUNCIL TO INVESTI- 


GATE. 


Contending that ‘the city auditor 
twas not justied in embodying in his 
annual report some caustic comment 


regarding the efficiency of the account- 
ing staff of his department, Assessor 


McMillan last evening laid before the 
city. council a lengthy letter setting 
out his views of the question and en- 
umerating a number of reasons why 
he thought the assessor's statements 
were unwarranted 

The assessor among other things 
contended that as the year for the 
department does not end until the 31st 
of December, the auditor should not 
touch his books until after that date. 
He points out that) during the past 
year the work in his department was 
greatly hampered owing to the fact 
that the special assessments were re- 
ceived in an imperfect state and also 
from the fact that the taxes of rural 
schools were merged with the city 
school taxes. There were a number 
of parcels of land which were assessed 
at two dollars each and this after- 
wards having been found to be an er- 
ror it was necessary that a re-ad- 
justment be made. The crrors in the 
arrears of taxes would have been dis- 
covered at some date but the auditor 
had not pointed out any. As a matter 
of fact the assessor considered that he 
had been ignored. 

‘The ‘tax roll cannot be spared from 
the department until after the close of 
the current year and the assessor con- 
tends that the auditor should do his 


work between that time and the fif- 
teenth of February. The auditing of 
the cash, however, can be done as of- 
however, can be dotie as often as 
the auditor deems it necéssary. 

“I make the statement,’ ’says the 
assessor, “that ‘the tax rolls have not 
been properly audited since the pres- 
ent assessor took charge of them. 
The audit is made by modern, short 
cut methods of totalling, which is not 
a municipal audit at all.” : 

‘The assessor further avers that the 
tax rolls are not peoperly audited in 
that the receipts are not checked up 
with the parcels of land entered on 
the tax roll, and states that. a rate- 
payer had pointed out to him that 
it would be possible for the assessor 
to pocket a large amount of money by 
crediting certain persons for taxes 
and neglecting to credit others, who 
would in all probability not notice the 
error. 

Mr. McMillan continues his report 
by stating that he has found’a number 
of errors in the auditor's work, and 
enumerates a number of those which 
he contends he has discovered. He 
also asks that in future when there 
are any instructions to be given per- 
taining to his department they should 
be given to the,assessor and not to 
some of the subordinates in his office.

USE SCHOOL LANDS FUND 
R. B. Says. Dominion Might Buy 
in ‘Great Waterway’s Bonds 
With Trust Money 


Premier Sifton’s bill to provide for 
the investigation of claims arising 
from the cancellation of the Water- 
ways contract, and the appropriation 
of the bond money by the bill passed 
the house to third reading yester- 
day. 

The bill created some discussion on 
the motion for: second reading — Rk. 
B. Bennett said that by the introduc- 
tion of this bill, the government prac- 
tically recognized that they had done 
injury by the passage of the former 
bill the other day, that they recog- 
nized that there would be claims aris- 
ing from ‘the passage of such legisla-| 
tion. He said further that by the 
passing of this bill the legislature 
were constituting themselves a. tri- 
bunal of last appeal in the matter of 
claims in connection with the Great 
Waterways. 


Dr. Rutherford said that if an alter-| 


native railway proposition had been 
brought forward by the government 
there would have been no need sf all 
this waste of material, nor any need 
for any claims. The ties taken out by 
the contractors could have been used, 
Sramley-Moore said that if the 
other bill’ had been legal why 
there any need of this bill? This bill, 
looked to him as if the government! 
were going deeper into the hole. 

What are the government going to 
do to settle the loss that the whole 
north country had suffered through 
the cancellation of this railway? That 
was the pertinent question asked by 
Cornwall. ‘The country had to be 
considered, the government — should 
think of the howmesteaders that -had |}- 
gone into the north country on the 
strength of the contract, the govern- 
ment had with the company to’ build 
a railway there. ‘his was a loss that 
could not be estimated in figures. 
The north had been foully dealt with. 

O'Brien asked the government 1f 
they were going to take into consid- 
eration the claims of the homesteaders 
who had gone in on the strength of 
the railway. “Certainly,” said the 
premier. 

Following the introduction of the 
claims bill, Premier Sifton, acknowl- 
edging that there might? be litigation 
with the banks in conection with the 
handing over of the money, introduced 
a bill in which he provides for the 
raising. of. $7,400,000. on ithe credit of 
the. province, which ‘will! provide suf- 
ficient money, to cover ithe estimates 
in which the A. & GeWe money is ap- 
propriated; ins case thegbanks. refuse 
to hand over the money “without liti- 
gation. 

The bill provides for 
bonds at four per cent 

Bennett made the suggestion that it 
might be well to have the Dominion 
government buy in the Waterways 
bonds on the London market, with 
some of the school lands money w ‘hic h 
they hold in trust for the province. 
The premier expressed his appreci- 
ation of the suggestion.

mines was one of the most agonizing 
1 ever saw or ever hope to see. For- 
tunately, the families of many of the 
miners killed in the mine disaster, liv- 
ed abroad, otherwise, there would 
have been a repetition of the awful 
scenes of the Cherry mine disaster. 

“The wives of dead miners were 
hovering. about the mine mouth, cry- 
ing, not in the ordinary way that wo- 
men weep, but in agonizing, heart- 
shaking sobs that went right through 
you Among the foreign families all 
you could hear from the children was 
the cry ‘papa, papa’ in hear-rending 
cries of grief. Big husky miners and 
mine operators, went about their 
work of relief sobbing like children. 

“When I got to the mines one relief 
party of about fiften men had already 
gone in, and another of the same 
number was preparing to go in.) At 
four o'clock in the morning, when 
some of the missing miners had been 
accounted for, one of the relief party 

came running out of the mine with the 

cry ‘that the entire relief party had 
been overcome with the gases in the 
mines and were out of business. 

“At that announcement, the whistles 
of the plant and the locomotives in 
the place began sounding the distress 
signal, and presently from all direct- 
ations, from the mines a mile or two 
away, miners and others came pouring 
to give relief.
